Calvin, whose horse had been stolen, 
•vere along. Kenton's party got within 
six paces of the tents without being 
discovered. The whites then rushed 
upon the Indians in the tents and each 
one fired into an Indian. The whites 
were so few and the Indians so many 
that not one-half of the tents were lired 
nto. The unhurt Indians rushed out at 
he backs of their tents and then Keu- 


last man to get in. Mclntyre and Barr 
were hath men of families. For a 
while the survivors tried to keep back 
the truth from the widows. Mrs. Barr 
said that if there had been a battle, her 
husband was undoubtedly in the front 
and had likely been killed.

Samnel Barr left five children: Wil- 


iam Barr, who married his cousin. 
Mary Barr, and lived and died on Sev- 
enth street in Cincinnati'and, at one 
time, owned sixty acres of land which is 
now in the heart of the city. Mary 
Barr, a daughter, married a Mr. Robin 
son and lived and died at Warsaw, Ken 
:ucky. Anne, another daughter, mar 
ried John Ellison, Jr.,of Adams county 
Ohio, and died at Hanging Rock, Ohio 
in IStiO. 
John T. Barr married a Mis 


Stcrret. of Baltimore, and was a promi 
nent merchant there. 
Another datigh 


ter, Margaret, married John Fl Keys, o 
Cincinnati, and she. died in Cincinnati o 
cholera in 1S32. 


Samuel Barr, who was killed by the 


Indians, was a brother of the one who 
owned the I'rice Hill property, as to 
whicli there has been so much litigation.

i. His wife died at Warsaw, Ken- 


tucky, while on a visit to her daughter 
there. Thompson lived to a ripe age 
and died at Buckeye station, near Man- 
chester, on September 15, 1830.

The Indians at the lower camp, as 
oon us they discovered the smallness 
of Kenton's party, rushed up to the aid 
of their fellows and the Indians of the 
ipper camp went into the undisturbed 
tcnt-s and got ttieir guns. Samuel Barr 
iad fired hisritlc twice and was loading 
t the third time when tie was shot 
down by the return tire of the Indians. 
As soon as Kenton discovered that the 
tents on the upper bottom were more 
numerous than tie hnd estimated, and 
thai there was a second camp of In- 
dians, lie ordered a retreat and thin his 
party should separate and each one tind 
his way home as best lie could. 


Samuel B'lrr had taken a targe gray 


horse with him. Oiut of the retreating 
parti* undertook to ride it away, but it 
was spirited nnd becoming entangled in 
a grape vine it threw its rider ami gal- 
loped back to the Indians. 
Barr was 


the only one of Kenton's party killed 
and he is supposed not to have been 
killed outright. One of the retreating 
party reported that when he p:i>scd 
Burr's prr:str:it«^ body, tic ra^ed 
his 


head, bnt if not already dead, when the 
Indians found him, they finished him. 


As to Andrew McInt3Prot there arc 


t*vo dilferent stories. 
Mcl>onald who 


got liis story from Simon Ku.ton him- 
self, .says tiiat Mclntyre '.vas capt-ircd 


Chester county, Pa., married the wid- 
ow of Samuel Barr, and survived her. 
John Thompson was living on Quick's 
run in Lewis county, Kentucky, about 
1792, with a farmer named Quick, who 
had a large family- One morning be- 
fore daylight the family were awak- 
ened by the barking of the do^s. 
Thompson and the family tfot up and 
began to look for Indians. 
Prom the 


actions of the dogs they believed the 
Indians to be about, and barrcil all the 
doors and (jot ready for them. When 
daylight began to break, they found 
the Indians had built brush heaps near 
the house. As day became mure plain, 
the Indians came nearer, hiding behind 
trees nearer tbe house than the brush 
heaps. Occasionally they would expose 
parts of their bodies from behind the 
trees, and this was too tfreat a temp- 
tation to Thompson, who from the door 
lired at one of them but missed him. 
Then the Indians called out and asked 
how many were in the house. Thomp- 
son rcpicd " more than you." 
An In- 


dian replied in good English "you lie" 
and stated the correct number in .the 
house.

Cnuttntctlv-. Facial Contours. 


"No woman," said the dentist the 


other day, "need have sunken cheeks 
nowadays, and anyone of the 5es is 
foolish if she continues to maintain a 
facial defect that can readily be rem- 
edied-"' 


"What's the remedy?" asked a curi- 


ous man who heard the remark. 


"Why, 
the plumper, of course," was 


the laconic reply. 


"And 
what is the plumper?" 


"Tt is a dental device that throws 


the sunken check outward, giving it 
an attractive plumpness. 
Plumpers 


were made years ago, before the im- 
provements of modern dentistry, but 
the modem plumper doesn't at all re- 
semble the old-fashioned article. 


"These old-fashioned plumpers were 


plates to which were attached concave 
disks. The plate fitted into the roof 
of the mouth so that the disk pressed 
against the inside of the cheek and 
threw it outward, imparting the ap- 
pearance of plumpness. 


"This old disk has been entirely done 


away with nowadays, and in its stead 
is a plate with an artificial gum which 
throws the cheek out. 
The sinking of 


the cheeks is usually due to the reces- 
sion of the natural gum caused by the 
loss of teeth, bnt sometimes the cheek 
is naturallj- sunken even when the 
teeth are intact. The Insertion of a 
plumper Into the mouth will instantly 
remove this facial defect. 


"Most dentists make plumpers to or- 


der for patients, but 
the3- can be 


bought for a trifling sum at any manu- 
factory of dental materials. They are 
generally made of rubber, although 
celluloid, and in some instances gold, is 
the material used in the manufature. 


"The method of manufacture is sim- 


ple. An impression of the roof of tho 
mouth and the gums Is taken in wax. 
A mould U made from the impression, 
and the mould used In making the 
plumper plate. 
Where 
the natural 


gum is sunken the plate is simply filled 
out, so that when it is inserted in the 
mouth it \vill throw the cheek out- 
ward. The plate is held in place by 
suction. As a rule plumpers ere made 
with artificial teeth also, although If 
the patient desires, the plate alone Is 
made. 


"Where the jaw has been broken or Is 


misshapen as the result of an accident, 
the plumper proves very effective in re- 
moving the facial defect. 


"The value of the device Is that it 


cannot 
be detected except upon 


minute examination of the Interior of 
the inouth. It does not interfere at all 
with articulation or the mastication 
of food. 
Plumpers are used by some 


actresses, who are aware of their value 
ns a beautitier of 
the 
mouth and 


cheeks."
